Licensing conditions in respect of Imports of 
goods and services under the yen credit of yen 2.0 
Billion for the implementation of the Tamil Nadu 
State Micro Hydro Rower Stations construction 
project extended by the overseas economic co¬ 
operation Fund (OECF) of Japan. 

Section I—General conditions : 

I. (i) The Yen Credit of y 2.0 billion extend¬ 
ed by the Overseas Economic Co-operation 


Fund of Japan (OECF) for financing the import 
jcquircments of the Tamil Nadu Slate Micro 
Hydro Power Stations Construction Project is 
untied in favour of Japan and developing count¬ 
ries. Accordingly the goods and Services to be 
procured under this credit can be imported from 
Japan and all countries enumerated in the list at 
Annexure-I which will be eligible source count¬ 
ries under the credit. 

1. (ji) Import Licence(s) under the Credit can 
be issued only for such items and for such value as 
have been specifically cleared by the DGTD/CG 
Committee. The value of import licence(s) issued 
under this credit should not exceed '< 2.200 
million (CIF). 

The rupee value of the import licence shall be 
determined with reference to the exchange rate 
notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs) 
and prevailing on the date of the issue of the im¬ 
port licence and indicated in the body of the im¬ 
port licence(s) as per para 2 of the Public Notice 
No. 78-lTC(PN)/74 dated the 6th June, 1974, 
issued by the CCI&E, which also enjoins, that the 
Customs Authorities and the authorised dealers in 
foreign exchange will make debits to the value of 
the licence!s) at the exchange rate specified on the 
import liccnce(s). The licence will bear .he su¬ 
perscription "Japanese Yen Credit No. 1D-P.23”. 
The first and second suffix to the licence code will 
be “S/JC". This will also he repeated in the letter 
from the CCI&E for wording the import licence 
to Tamil Nadu Electricity Board (T.N.E.B.), a 
copy of which should be endorsed to the Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
(Japan Section). 

I.(iii) Import licenced) can be issued only in 
favour of TNEB on CTF basis. 

I(iv) Depending on the convenience of TNEB 
more than one import licence may be issued under 
this credit, but the total value must not exceed 
t 2,200 million (CIF) as specified at (i) above. 

I(v) The extension of the validity of the import 
licence, may on application by TNEB, be granted 
upto 31-12-1986. Request for further extension, 
if any, should be referred to the Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section). 

J(vi) Imports to be financed under the Credit 
are restricted to the list of goods and services 
attached to the import licence, duly attested by the 
licensing authorities. 

I (vii) No remittance of foreign exchange will 
be permitted against the import licence. Any pay¬ 
ment towards Indian Agent’s comnyission should 
be made in Indian rupees to the agents in India. 
Such payments, however, will form part of the 
licence value and will, therefore be charged to 
the licence. 
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I(viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB basis 
on the Overseas supplier located in the countries 
mentioned in Anncxitrc-I and sent to the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs ( hipan Section) within 
4 months from the date oi issue of the import 
licence. Freight and insurance charges will be 
payable in India in Indian rupees. “Firm orders’* 
means purchase orders placed by the Indian 
Licencee on the overseas supply duly signed by 
the letter or purchase contract duly signed by both 
the Indian importer and the overseas supplier. 
Orders on Indian Agents of overseas supplier.-* and/ 
or ordci eonfii mation of such Indian Agents are 
not acceptable. 

I(ix) This condition of the placement of cont- 
Ktcts within 4 months period will be treated as 
not having been complied with unless complete 
contract documents reach the Ministry of Finance. 
Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) 
within four months from the date of issue of the 
import licence. 11 firm orders as explained m para 
ftviii) above cannot be placed within four months 
for valid reasons, the licencee should submit the 
import licence to the concerned licensing autho¬ 
rities giving reasons why oi dering could not be 
completed within four months. Such requests for 
extension in the ordering period will be consider¬ 
ed on merit by the licensing authorities who may 
grant extension upto a further maximum period 
of 4 months. It, however, extension is sought be¬ 
yond 8 months from the date of issue of the import 
licence such pioposals will invariably be referred 
by the licensing authorities to the Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section). Ministry of 
Finance, North Block, New' Delhi who will con¬ 
sider such extension on the merits of each case and 
communicate their decision to the licensing autho¬ 
rities for communication to the licencee. Only on 
production by the licencee of a letter from the 
licensing authorities sanctioning such extension will 
the authorised dealers and departmental authori¬ 
ties permit the facility of letter of authority for the 
establishment of letter of credit, acceptance of depo¬ 
sits of the rupees'equivalent, etc. in respect of 
supply contracts entered into under the import 
licence. 

fix) All payments must be completed within 4 
months from the expiry of the import licence. In¬ 
dividual payments must be arranged upon ship¬ 
ment of goods. The contract should provide for 
payment on cash basis i.e. on presentation of 
shipping documents. No credit facility of any 
kind will be permitted to be availed of by the 
Indian importer from the Overseas supplier. The 
contiact should provide lot the period of delivery 
ol goods as follows : 

‘ .inonihs after the receipt ol 

l.puer of credit hut to be completed latest 
by the end of.” 
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In fixing the terminal date tor shipment it should 
be noted that this date should not be beyond 
31-1 2-1986. 

Section IF—Special points to be kept in view 
while negotiating a supply contract. 

11 (i) The FOB value of the contract should be 
expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be 
omitted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s com¬ 
mission, if any, which should be paid in Indian 
rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should 
be expressed in Indian rupees oi in any other cur¬ 
rency. The purchase order and the supplier’s 
older confirmation should be in EnglFh only. 

II (ii) The main guidehne- lor procurement of 
goods and seiviccs the OECF Yen Credit (Pro¬ 
ject Aid) are given in Amiexurc II. Howevei, nor¬ 
mally the procurement of goods and services 
should be made through Formal Open Interna¬ 
tional Tendering and the following points should 
be borne in mind ;— 

(a) Invitations to bid shall have to be ad¬ 
vertised in atleast one newspaper of 
general circulation in India. 

(b) Bid bonds or bidding guarantees are a 

usual requirement but they should not 
set so high as to disco'urage suitable 
bidders. 

(e) Bid bonds or guaiantees should be releas¬ 
ed to unsuccessful bidders as soon as 
possible after the bids have been open¬ 
ed. 

II (iii) In cases where Foimul Open Internation¬ 
al Tendering is not considered appropriate the 
Fund will accept the following alternative proce¬ 
dures :— 

(a) Where the importer has convincing tea 

sons or maintaining a reasonable stand¬ 
ardisation of his equipment. 

(b) Where the number of qualified suppliers 

is limited. 

(c) Where the aim amt involved in the pro¬ 

curement is so small that foreign firms 
clearly would not be interested or that 
the advantage-* of formal open interna¬ 
tional tendering would be outweighed by 
the administrative burden involved. 

(d) Where, in addition to the cases (a), (b) 
and (c) above, the Fund deems it inap¬ 
propriate to follow the formal open inter¬ 
nal ional Uudei iny piocvduies or the 
Fund deem, such pLoceduio inapplicable, 
e.g„ in case of emergency procurement. 
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In the above mentioned case the following pro¬ 
curement piocedure may be applied in such a 
manner as to comply with the format open inter¬ 
national tendering procedures to the fullest possi 
ble extent as appropriate. 

(i) Formal Selective International Tendering. 

(ii) Infonnal International Competitive Pro¬ 

curement. 

(iii) Direct'Purchases from a single supplier. 

(e) The Borrower shall obtain the prior 

approval of the Fund, if the Boirower 
wishes to adopt procurement procedures 
other than Formal Open International 
Tendering for goods and services to be 
linaneed out of the proceeds of the 
Form, submitting to the Fund an appli¬ 
cation for approval of procurement 
method(s) signed by a duly authorized 
person together with its reasoning. 

(f) Prior to inviting bids for the procurement 

of goods and services, the Borrower shall 
submit to the Fund for its approval 
copies of all notices and instructions to 
bidders, the bid form, general conditions 
of contract, specifications and drawings 
and all other documents relevant to the 
bidding. 

TNEB should submit immediately, in triplicate, 
copies of all notices and instructions to bidders, 
the bid form, general conditions of contract, spe¬ 
cifications and drawings and all other documents 
relevant to bidding to the Ministry of Finance. 
Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) 
who will submit these documents (o the OECF foi 
its approval as provided in para 1(3) of schedule 
■1 of the Loan Agreement. 

II(iv) The payment to the overseas supplier 
should be arranged through an irrevocable letter 
of credit to be opened by the Bank of India, Tokyo 
in their favour under the OECF Yen Credit (Pro¬ 
ject Aid) No, ID-P.23 for 1982-83 the details of 
which are given in Section VI below : 

II(v) Only one contract should be entered into 
against the import licence. In exceptional cases, 
more than one contract may be permitted to be 
entered into, for which prior approval of the 
Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section), 
Minislry of Finance, should be obtained soon 
after the date of issue of the import licence. 

ll(vi) Eligibility of Supplier.--Supplier^ shall 
be nationals of the eligible source countries or juri¬ 
dical persons incorporated and registered in the 
eligible source c nunlries and rontroiled by national-; 
of the eligible source countries. 


JI (vii) Declaration in Conliact.—The hallowing 
statements of eligibility by the supplier shall be 
added to each contract.

II. (viit) Permissible imports from non-cligible 
source countries.-—Financing of goods which con¬ 
tain materials originating from a non-cligible 
source country or countries may be made, provid¬ 
ed that the imported portion is less than thirty per 
cent (30(F) of the price per unit of such pioducts 
in accordance with the following formula . 

Ini ported _CTF_ Price ^ Import Duty x ^ 
Supplier’s FOB Price (in case of 
Indian Suppliers, Ex-factory Price 
shall be adopted) 

Section III—-Conditions to be incorporated in the 
supply contracts. 

IIKi) The following provisions should lie spe¬ 
cifically embodied in the supply contract : 

(a) The contract is arranged in accordance 

with the Loan Agreement between the 
Government of India and the Overseas 
Economic Co-operation Fund of Japan 
(OECF) dated the 23rd February. 1983 
concerning the Yen Credit No. ID-P.23 
(Project Aid) for Tamil Nadu State 
Micro Flydro Power Stations Construc¬ 
tion Project, and will be subject to the 
approval of Government of India and the 
Overseas Economic Co-operation Fund. 

(b) Payments to the supplier shall be made 

through an irrevocable letter of Credit 
1o be issued by the Bank of India. Tokyo, 
under the Loan Agreement No. 1D-P. 23 
dated the 23rd February, 198.3 between 
the Government of India mid the Ovor- 
Fronom j c Co-operation Fund 

(OECF) of Japan. 
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(c) The overseas supplier? agree to furnish 

such information and documents may be 
required under the Yen Credit arrange¬ 
ments by the Government of India on the 
one hand and the OEC'F on the other. 

(d) Certificates (triplicate) in the forms indi 

cated in ll (vip. 

III (ii) In case the supplier is located in Japan, 
the supply contract should contain in clause that 
the Japanese supplier agiees to make shipping 
arrangements in consultation with the Embassy of 
India. Tokyo and that for this purpose he would 
keep the Embassy of India. Tokyo, informed of 
the deliveiy schedule of the goods involved and 
notify the Embassy of India atleast six weeks 
in advance of the shipping required so that suitable 
arrangements should be made. In exceptional cases, 
where the Indian importers require it, this period of 
notice may be reduced. The Japanese supplier 
should also agree to send a cable advice to the 
importer after each shipment giving the necessary 
details and a copy thereof should be sent to the 
Embassy of India, Tokyo. 

Section IV—Contract Approval by OECF-.—IV 
(i) Within the stipulated period for placement of 
lire orders the licencec should forward 4 copies of 
the contract duly signed by both T.N.E.B. and 
overseas suppliers supported by order confirmation 
in writing by the overseas supplier or their photo 
copies complete in all respects, together with two 
photo copies of the relevant valid import licence, 
to Japan Section, Department of Economic Affairs 
Ministry of Finance. North Block, New Delhi. 

IV (ii) The above p'oeedure will also apply to 
all contract amendments causing essential modifi¬ 
cations to the contents of contracts or in its price. 

IV (ui) The Ministry' of Finance (DF.A) Japan 
Section will arrange to send one copy of the cont¬ 
ract documents to the OEC F for their approval for 
financing under Yen Credit No. ID-P.23 (Project 
Aid) for Tamil Nadu State; Micro Hydro Power Sta¬ 
tions Construction Project. 

Section V.—Payment to the overseas suppliers— 
Letter of Credit Procedure. 

V (i) On receipt of the intimation of the con¬ 
tract approval front the OECF, by the Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, 
Japan Section, T.N.E.B. and the CAA & A will 
be informed of the same. Whereafter the TNEB 
should approach the Controller of Aid Account’s 
& Audit, (hereinafter referred to as CAA & A) 
Depatment of Economic Affaire, Ministry of 
Finance, UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, 
New Delhi with a request iri the form attached as 
Anii^ur? Ill for r :ne- of a leLVr of authorisation. 
The CAA & A wall issue a letter of authorisation 


as in the form attached as Annexure-IV address¬ 
ed to the Tokyo Branch of the Bank of India for 
opening an irrevocable Letter of Credit as in the 
form attached as Annexure-V (for physical Im¬ 
ports) or Annexure-V I (for services) in favour 
of the overseas supplier concerned. Copies of 
the Letter of Authorisation will be endorsed to 
the OECF, the Embassy of India, Tokyo, the im¬ 
porter’s Bank in India, and Japan Section, De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Fin¬ 
ance. 

V (ii) On receipt of the letter of authority, the 
Bank of India, Tokyo, will establish an irrevoca¬ 
ble letter of credit as per Annexure-V (applica¬ 
ble to physical imports) or VI (applicable to ser¬ 
vices) in favour of the overseas suppliers concern¬ 
ed and will also forward a copy of the same to 
the OECF, Embassy of India, Tokyo, the im¬ 
porter’s bank in India and the CAA & A. 

The above procedure of opening of letters of 
credit on the basis of the letters of authority from 
CAA & A would ipso facto apply to all such 
amendments to letter of authorisa'ion/letter of 
credit as may become necessary due to contract 
amendment or otherwise. 

V (iii) The overseas, supplier shall, after effect¬ 
ing shipment of goods, present through his bankers 
the documents specified in the letter of credit to 
the Bank of India, Tokyo. If the documents are 
found to be in order, the Bank of India, Tokyo 
will release the amount specified in the documents 
to the overseas supplier through his bankers and 
will thereafter obtain reimbursement of the said 
amount from the OECF. 

V (iv) Banking charges payable to the Bank 
of India, Tokyo for opening the letter of credit, 
for negotiations thereunder and charges, if any, 
of overseas supplier’s bankers are to be borne by 
the TNEB overseas suppliers. Interest charges 
payable to the Bank of India. Tokyo for the period 
counting from the date if payment of the cost of 
imports by them to the overseas supplier to the 
date of reimbursement by the OECF shall be set¬ 
tled by the concerned importer’s bank in India 
by remittance to the Bank of India, Tokyo 
through normal banking channel without affecting 
the Government of India's account. 

Section VI—Responsibility for rupee deposit. 

VI (i) The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward 
the negotiable shipping documents to the accredit¬ 
ed bankers of importer as indicated in the Appen¬ 
dix to the relevant Letter of Authority and the 
bankers will in turn ensure that the rupee depo¬ 
sits are invariably made at RBI, Nev Delhi or 
S.B.I.. Tis Hazari, Delhi before releasing the shipp¬ 
ing document 1 -:. Tiitrrc r t charges on the rupee- 
f.piivalenis of die Yen payments calculated @9 
per cent per annum for the first 30 days and 
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@15 per cent per annum for the period in excess 
thereof reckoned from the date of payment by 
the Bank of India, Tokyo to the Overseas Sup¬ 
plier to the date of actual rupee deposit, have also 
to be deposited alongwith the principal payment, 
in terms of Public Notice No. 46-ITC(PN) |76, 
dated 16-6-76. It should be noted that interest 
is chargeable for both the days i.e. the day on 
which payment is made to the overseas supplier 
and also the day on which lupee deposit is made 
in Government Account vide Public Notice No. 
74-ITC (PN ) 74. dated 31-5-1974 as modified 
under Public Notice No. 103-lTC(PN) |76, dated 
12-10-1976. 

The exchange rate to be adopted for computing 
the rupee equivalent of the Yen payments made 
to the overseas suppliers will be the composite 
rate of exchange applicable to the date of pay¬ 
ment which will be worked out in accordance with 
the method prescribed in Public Notices No. 109- 
ITC(PN) |74, dated 3-8-1974 and No. 8-ITC 
(PN) [76, dated 17-1-1976 or as may be notified 
by Government frorii time to time through Pub¬ 
lic Notices, of the CC1 & E or through Exchange 
Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. 
The Head of Account to which the above rupee 
deposits should be credited is “K-Deposits and 
Advances—843—Civil Deposits—Deposits for 
purchase etc. abroad—Purchase under credits! 
Loan Agreements" Loans from the Government 
of Japan—2.0 Billion Yen Credit No. 1D-P.23 
for Tamil Nadu State Micro Hydro Power Sta¬ 
tions Construction Project. 

VI (ii) The amount referred to above should be 
deposited in cash to the credit ot the Government 
either in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi, 
or State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi as con¬ 
templated in Public Notices No. 184-lTCtPN) 1 
68, dated 30-8-1968, No. 233-ITC(PN)i68, dated 
24-10-1968, No. 132-ITC(PN)l71,. dated 
5-10-1971, No. 74-ITC(PN)|74, dated 31-5-1974 
and No. 103-ITCfPN) |76, dated 12-10-1976. 

VI (iii) The concerned Bank in India shall 
also furnish such additional deposit in the same 
manner stipulated above as may be requested by 
the Government of India, Ministry of Finance 
Department of Economic Affairs, on account of 
service charges within seven days after such a 
demand is made by Ministry of_ Finance ( Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs). While filling in the 
various columns, in the challan it should be en¬ 
sured by the importers I their bankers that the in¬ 
formation prescribed in para 2 of Public Notice 
No. 132-ITC(PN)!71, dated 5-10-1971 is in¬ 
variably indicated in the column “full particulars 
of remittances and authority (if any)” of the 
challan. The following particulars should invari¬ 
ably be furnished in the treasury challans 

(a) Ministry of Finance letter of authority 
No. and date. 


(b) Amount of Yen currency in respect of 
which deposit’s are to made together 
with rate of conversion adopted. 

(c) Dale of payment to the overseas sup¬ 
plier. 

Thereafter the Treasury (Italians evidencing 
the rupee deposit should be sent by registered post 
to the CAA & A indicating reference to the letter 
of authorisation issued by him and also enclosing 
copies of the invoice and shipping documents. 

NOTE :—Importer's Bank in India should en¬ 
sure that the rupee deposits are invariably made 
within 10 days of the receipt of the advice of 
payments and negotiable shipping documents 
from the Bank of India, Tokyo and that the CAA 
& A Ministry of Finance (DEAL New Delhi is 
kept informed of the fact immediately thereafter. 

VI (iv) The concerned bank in India should 
also endorse the amount of rupee deposits on the 
exchange control copy of the licence and send the 
requisite “S” Form to the Reserve Bank of India, 
Bombay, 

Section VIIH—Miscellaneous provisions 

VIII (i) Reports on the utilisation of the import 
licence.—The importer should send a monthly re¬ 
port, after the letter of credit has been opened re¬ 
garding shipments and payments made there against 
and about the balance left, to the Controller of 
Aid Accounts & Audit, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Ministry of Finance, UCO Bank Building, 
Parliament Street, New Delhi. 

VIII (ii) Notifying Suppliers of Special Condi¬ 
tions.—The licencee should apprise the supplier 
of any special provisions in the import licence 
which may affect the suppliers in carrying out the 
transaction. 

VIII (iii) Disputes.—It should be understood 
that the Government of India will not undertake 
any responsibility for disputes, .if any, that may 
arise between the licencee and the suppliers. 'The 
conditions to be fulfilled by the supplier before 
payment bv the Bank of India, Tokyo must be 
clearly spelt out by the importer in Annexure-IH 
under “Terms of Payment". Provisions dealing 
with settlement of disputes should be included in 
the conditions of contract. 

VIII (iv) Future Instructions.-—The licencee 
shall promptly comply with any directions, instruc¬ 
tions or orders issued by the Government of India 
from time to time regarding any and all matters aris¬ 
ing from or pertaining to the import licence mid 
for meeting all obligations under the Yea Credit 
Agreement (Project Ai.l) No. ID-P.23 with the 
Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund (OECF) 
of Japan. 
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VIII (v) Breach o<‘ delation —Any breach nr _ de¬ 
lation of the conditions set forth in the above 
clauses will result in appropriate action under the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act.

ANNEXURE-I1 

Main Guidelines for Procurement of goods 
And Services Under The Project Loan As Formu¬ 
lated By O.E.C.F. 

I. Advertising 

For all contracts subject to Formal Open Inter¬ 
national Tendering, invitations to bid shall be 
advertised in atleast one newspaper of general 
circulation in India, 

II. Bidding Documents and Contracts 

ILL Bid Bonds or Guarantees,—Bid Bonds or 
bidding guarantees are a usual requirement but 
they should not be set so high as to discourage 
suitable bidders. Bid bonds or guarantees should 
be released to unsuccessful bidders as soon as 
possible after the bids have been opened, 

11,2. Conditions of Contract.—The conditions of 
contract should clearly define the rights and obliga¬ 
tions of the importer and the contractor or supplier 
and the powers and authority of the engineer, if 
one is employed by the importer in the administra¬ 
tion of the contract and any variations thereunder. 
In addition to the customary general conditions of 
contract, some of which are referred to ; n these 
Guidelines, special conditions appropriate to the 
nature and location of the project should be 
included. 

II.3 Type and Size of Contract.—Contracts can 
be let on the basis of unit prices for work per¬ 
formed or items supplied or of a lump sum price, 
or a combination of both for different portions 
of the contract, according to the nature of the 
goods or services to be provided and the bidding 
documents should clearly state the type of contract 
selected. 
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Contracts based principally on the reimburse¬ 
ment of actual costs are not acceptable by the 
Fund except in exceptional circumstances. 

Single contracts for engineering, equipment and 
construction to be provided by the same party 
(“Turnkey Contracts”) are acceptable if they offer 
technical and economic advantages for the 
borrower country. 

II-4. Eligible suppliers.—Exporters or suppliers 
whose goods and services are to be financed out 
of the proceeds of the Loan (hereinafter referred 
to as “the eligible supplier”) shall be nationals of 
the eligible source countries satisfying the 
following conditions. 

(1) a majority of subscribed shares shall be 
held by nationals of the eligible source 
countries, 

(2) a majority of full-time directors shall be 
nationals of the eligible source countries 
and 

(3) such juridical ‘persons’ shall be regis¬ 
tered in the eligible source countries. 

m-1. Contract Price 

fa) The contract price should be stated in 
Japanese Yen provided, however, that 
the portion of the contract price which 
the contractor will spend in the 
borrower’s country should bo stated in 
the borrower’s currency. 

(b) Price Adjustment Clauses.—Bidding 
documents should contain a clear state¬ 
ment whether firm prices are required 
or escalation of the bid prices is accept¬ 
able. 

A provision should be made for 
adjustment in the contract prices in the 
event changes occur in the prices of the 
major cost constituents of the contract, 
such as labour and important materials. 

The specific formula for price 
adjustments should be clearly defined in 
the bidding documents. 

A ceiling on price adjustment 
should be included in contracts for the 
supply of goods, but it is not usual to 
include such a ceiling in contracts for 
civil works. 

No price adjustments should nor¬ 
mally be provided for goods to be 
delivered within one year. 

The Guidelines do not attempt to 
identify the various methods bv which 
contract prices may be adjusted.

(c) Insurance.—The bidding documents 

should state precisely the types of insu¬ 
rance to be provided by the successful 
bidder. 

III- 2. The contract duly signed by both parties 
or purchase order by the Indian importer placed 
on the overseas supplier supported by order confir¬ 
mation in writing by the overseas supplier, or then- 
photo copies are also acceptable to the Fund. 

TlI-3. The following statement of eligibility by 
the supplier shall be added to each contract. 

“I (We) hereby state that my (our) company 

is an eligible supplier, as--——— -per 

cent ( per cent) of the shares are 

held by nationals of-—— -- 

(eligible source country), and -- 

- per cent ( ) 

of the directors arc nationals ———— 

- (eligible source country) 

and my (our) company has been regis¬ 
tered in-(eligible source 

country)”. 

IV- 1. Standards.—If nationals standard to 
which equipment or materials must comply are 
cited, the specifications should state that commo¬ 
dities meeting Japan Industrial Standard or other 
internationally accepted standards, which ensure 
an equal or higher quality than the standards men¬ 
tioned, will also be accepted. 

IV-2. Use of Brand Names.— Specification 
should be based on performance capability and 
should only prescribe brand names, catalogue 
numbers, or products of specific manufacturer if 
specific spare parts are required or it has been 
determined that a degree of standardization is 
necessary to maintain certain essential features. 
In the latter case the specifications should permit 
offers of alternative commodities which have 
similar characterstics and provide performance 
and quality at least equal to those specified. 

IV-3. Guarantees, Performance Bonds and 
Retention Money.—Bidding documents for civil 
works should require some form of surety to 
guarantee that the work wifi be continued until it 
is completed. This surety can be provided either 
by a banlT'guarantee of by a performance bond, 
the amount of which will vary with the type and 
magnitude of the work, but should be sufficient to 
protect the, borrower in case of default by the, 
contractor. Its lif? should extend sufficiently 
beyond completion of the contract to cover a 
reasonable warranty period. The amount of the 
guarantee or bond required should be defined in 
the bidding documents. 

In contracts for the supply of goods it is usually 
preferable to have a percentage of the total pay¬ 
ment held as retention money to guarantee perfor¬ 
mance than to have a bank guarantee or bond. 
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The percentage of the total payment to be held as 
retention money and the conditions for its ultimate 
payment should be stipulated in the bidding docu¬ 
ments. If, however, a bank guarantee or bond 
is preferred it should be for a nominal amount. 

V. Liquidated Damage.—Liquidated damage 
clauses should be included in bidding documents 
when delays in completion or delivery will result 
in extra cost, loss of revenues or less of other 
benefits to the borrower. Provision may also be 
made for a bonus to be paid to contractors for 
completion of civil works contracts at or ahead of 
times specified in the contract when such earlier 
completion would be cf benefit to the borrower. 

VI. Force Majeure.—The conditions of the 
Contract included in the bidding documents should 
contain clauses, when appropriate, stipulating that 
a failure on the part of the parties to perform 
their obligations under the Contract shall not be 
considered a default under the Contract if such 
failure is the result of an event of force majeure 
(to be defined in the conditions of the Contract). 

VII. Settelment of Disputes.—Provision dealing 
with the settlement of disputes should be included in 
the conditions of the Contract. It is desirable that 
the provisions should be based on “Rules of Conci¬ 
liation and Arbitration” which have been prepared 
by the international Chamber of Commerce or on 
such other arrangements as may be mutually 
acceptable to the Indian Importer and the over¬ 
seas supplier. 

VHI.—Language Interpretation.—Bidding do¬ 
cuments should be prepared in English. If other 
language should be used in the bidding documents, 
English should be added to such documents and 
it is required to specify which is governing. 

IX. Bid Opening, Evaluation and Award of Con¬ 
tract 

IX. 1. Time Interval between Invitation and Sub¬ 
mission of Bids—The time allowed for preparation 
of bids will depend to a large extent upon the 
magnitude and complexity of the contract. Gene¬ 
rally not less f han 30 davs should be allowed for 
international bidding. The time allowed, how¬ 
ever. should be povemed by the circumstances 
relating to each contract. 

IX. 2. Bid Opening Procedures—The date, hour 
and place for the latest receipt of bids and for 
the bid opening should be announced in the invi¬ 
tations to bid and all bids should be opened publi¬ 
city at the stipulated time. Bids received after 
this time should be returned unopened. The 
name of the bidder and the total amount of each 
bid and of anv alternative bids, if they have been 
requested or permitted, should be read aloud and 
recorded. 


IX. 3. Clarifications or Alternation of Bids—No 
bidder should be permitted to alter his bid after 
the bids have been opened. Only clarifications 
not changing the substance of the bid may be 
accepted. The importer may ask any bidder for 
a clarification of his bid but should not ask any 
bidder to change the substance or the price of his 
bid. 

TX. 4. Procedures to be confidential—Except as 
may be required by law, no information relating 
to the examination, clarification and evaluation 
of bids and recommendations concerning award 
should be communicated after the public opening 
of bids to any persons not officially concemed with 
these procedures until the award of a contract to 
the successful bidder is announced. 

IX. 5. Examination of Bids—Following the open¬ 
ing, jt should be ascertained whether piaterial 
errores in computation have been made in the bids, 
whether the bids are fully responsive to the bidd¬ 
ing documents, whether the fequired sureties have 
been provided, whether documents have been pro¬ 
perly signed and whether the bids are otherwise 
generally in order. If a bid does not substantially 
conform to the specifications, or contains in admis¬ 
sible reservations or is not otherwise substantially 
responsive to the bidding document, it should be 
rejected. A technical analysis should then be 
made to evaluate each responsive bid and to enable 
bids to be compared. 

DC. 6. Post-qualification of Bidders—In the ab¬ 
sence of prequalifications, the borrower should 
determine whether The bidder whose bid has been 
evaluated the lowest has the capability and finan¬ 
cial resources effectively to carry out the contract 
concemed. If the bidder does not meet that test, 
his bid should be rejected. 

IX. 7. Evaluation and Comparison of Bids-—Bid 
evaluation must be consistent with the terms and 
conditions set forth in the bidding documents. 
In addition to the bid price, adjusted to correct 
arithmetical errors other factors such as the time 
of completion of construction or the efficiency 
and compatibility of the equipment, the availabi¬ 
lity of service and spare parts, and the reliability 
of constrtruction methods proposed should be taken 
into consideration. To the extent practicable 
these factors should be expressed in monetary terms 
according to criteria specified in the bidding do¬ 
cuments. The amount of escalation for "price 
adjustments, if any, included in the bids should 
not be taken into consideration. 

The currency of currencies in which the price 
offered in each bid would be paid by the borrower 
if that bid were accepted should be valued in terms 
of a single currency selected by the borrower for 
comparison of all bids and stated in the bidding 
documents. The rates of exchange to be used in 
such valuation should be the selling rates published 
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by an official source, and applicable to similar 
transactions on the day bids are opened unless 
there should be a change in the value of currencies 
before the award is made. In such cases the ex¬ 
change rates at the time of the decision to notify 
the award to the successful bidder should be used. 

IX. 8. Rejection of Bids—Bidding documents 
usually provide that borrowers may reject all bids. 
However, all bids should not be rejected and new 
bids invited on the same specifications solely for 
the purpose of obtaining lower prices in the new 
bids, except in cases where the lowest evaluated 
bid exceeds the costs estimates by a substantial 
amount. Rejection of all bids may also be justi¬ 
fied when (a) bids arc not responsive to the intent 
of the bidding documents, or (b), there is a lack 
of competition. If all bids are rejected, the borro¬ 
wer should review the cause or causes justifying 
the rejection and either consider revision of the 
specifications or modifications in the project (or 
amounts of work on items called for in the original 
invitation to bids), or both. In special circums¬ 
tances, after consultation with the Fund, the borro¬ 
wer may negotiate with one or two of the lowest 
bidders to try to obtain a satisfactory contract.

IX. 9. Award of Contract—The Award of a con¬ 
tract should be made to the bidder whose bid has 
been' determined to be the lowest evaluated bid 
and who meets the appropriate standards of capa¬ 
bility and financial resources. Such bidder should 
not be required, as a condition of award, to under¬ 
take responsibilities on commodities not stipula¬ 
ted in the specifications or to modify his bid.

Procedure for disbursement of the proceeds of 
the Loan for the purchase of goods and services 
from Indian Suppliers shall be in accordance with 
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REIMBURSEMENT Procedure attached hereto, 
with the following supplemental stipulation : 

The exchange rate of Indian Rupees per 
Japanese Yen shall be as ruling on the date of bid 
opening as specified in Section 4.07 of the Guide¬ 
lines. Along with the Request for Reimbursement, 
the Borrower shall also furnish a certificate from 
a recognised bank certifying the Yen--Rupee 
exchange rate on the day of bid opening. 

THE OVERSEAS ECONOMIC COOPERA¬ 
TION FUND 

REIMBURSEMENT PROCEDURE 

1. This procedure is to be followed in cases 
where expenditures, eligible for the Fund’s finan¬ 
cing, have already been incurred. Such expenditures 
may represent: 

(i) payments to suppliers of specified goods: 
or 

(ii) payments for services rendered by con¬ 
sultants or for services such as trans¬ 
portation, insurance etc., or 

(iii) payments under civil works (engineer¬ 
ing, construction, and installation) 
contracts. 

These payments may been made under a letter 
of credit or otherwise. Also, depending upon the 
terms of relevant contracts, such payments may 
represent the final settlement payments, or down 
payments or part (progress) payments against 
manufacture of goods, periodical or partial 
rendering of services or periodical progress of 
work under civil works contracts. 

2. (1) Reimbursements for expenditures 
described above may be claimed by sending the 
Request for Reimbursement in the Form OECF- 
RMP attached hereto. 

In cases where the Fund has agreed to provide, 
out of the Loan, foreign exchange against expendi¬ 
ture in local currency (i.e. currency of the country 
of the Borrower), the Request shall be made in 
terms of Japanese Yen and the amount claimed 
shall be the agreed portion of local currency 
expenditures actually incurred. The exchange rate 
of such local currency per Japanese Yen .-hall be 
agreed upon separately between the Fund and the 
Borrower. 

Care should be taken to ensure that the Request 
reashes the Fund at least ten (10) days before 
the date on which reimbursement is made, 

(2) The Request for Reimubursement under 
this Procedure including the Summary Sheet(s) 
attached thereto shall be presented in two copies 
to the Fund and both copies shall be signed bv 
the Borrower or its designated authority. The 


following documents shall be furnished (in one 
copy only) in support of the Request. It is not 
necessary to furnish orginal documents ; a photo¬ 
state copy will suffice. 

(a) For payments to suppliers against delivery 
shipment of goods.— 

(i) supplier’s invoice specifying the goods, 
with their quantities and prices, which 
have been or are being supplied [shipped; 

(ii) bill of lading or similar document 
evidencing shipment [delivery of the 
goods listed on the invoice; 

(iii) bill of exchange or s imil ar document 
evidencing the date and amount of pay¬ 
ment made to the supplier; a simple 
receipt from the supplier showing the 
date and the amount of payment would 
also suffice. 

(b) For payments to suppliers made prior to 
delivery/shipment of goods.— 

(i) the contract or purchase order under 
which payment has been made ; 

(ii) bill of exchange or similar document 
evidencing the date and amount of pay¬ 
ment made to the supplier ; a simple 
receipt from the supplier showing the 
date and amount of payment would also 
suffice. 

(c) For payments for consultants’ services.— 

(i) the contract with consultants detailing 
the nature and duration of services, to 
be rendered and terms of payment; 

((i) the claim put in by the consultants 
indicating, in sufficient details, the ser¬ 
vices rendered, period covered, and 
amount payable to them ; 

(iii) cancelled bank check, demand draft or 
similar document evidencing the date 
and amount of payment made to the 
consultants; a simple receipt from the 
consultants showing the date and 
amount of pament would also suffice. 

(d) For payments for other services rendered.— 

(i) the bill, claim or invoice specifying the 
nature of services rendered and amounts 
charged therefor. 

(ii) cancelled bank check, demand draft or 
similar document evidencing the date 
and amount of payment made; a simple 
receipt showing the date and amount of 
payment would also suffice. 

If such services relate to importation of goods 
(e.g. freight, insurance payments) adequate 
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references shall be given to enable the Fund to 
relate each of these items to the specific goods the 
cost of which has been or is to be financed by the 

Fund. 

(e) For payments under civil works contracts. — 

(i) the contract detailing the constructionj 
engineering work to be performed and 
terms of payment therefor; 

(ii) the claim, bill or invoice of the contractor 
showing, in sufficient detail, the work 
performed by the contractor and amount 
claimed therefor; 

(iii) a certificate to the effect that the work 
performed by the contractor is satis¬ 
factory and in accordance with the terms 
of the relevant contract, such certificate 
shall be signed by the chief engineering 
officer of the Borrower assigned to the 
Project. 

(iv) cancelled bank check for similar docu¬ 
ment evidencing the date and amount of 
payment made to the contractor; a 
simple receipt from the contractor show¬ 
ing the date and amount of payment 
would also suffice. 

(3) In all the above cases, if payment has been 
made through a commercial bank under a letter 
of credit, a report from such bank in the Form 
OECF-RMP—1 attached hereto, can be furnished 
in lieu of bill of exchange, crossed check etc. 

3. When the Fund, after examination, finds the 
Request for Reimbursement in order and in con¬ 
formity with the provisions of the Loan Agree¬ 
ment and the terms of the Contract concerned, the 
Fund shall reimburse the requested amount in 
Japanese Yen by paying it into a non-reisdent free 
yen account to be opened by the Borrower with 
an authorized foreign exchange bank in Tokyo, 
in accordance with the relevant laws and regula¬ 
tions in Japan, on the date as specified in the 
Request. Such reimbursement shall constitute a 
disbursement of the Loan. 

4. It may be noted that in all the cases described 
in paragraphs 2f2) above, the Fund's disburse¬ 
ments are to be made against evidence of specific 
expenditures incurred.
